February 8 


All coins perfect! 

This was the formal pronounce- 
ment of the 1961 Assay Com- 
mission after it performed a tra- 
ditional ceremony February 8 at 
the Philadelphia Mint—a check of 
the nation’s silver coinage. 


The 12-member Commission, ap- 
pointed by the president, checked 
38,751 halves, quarters and dimés 
from both the Philadelphia- and 
Denver Mint for quality and fine- 
ness. (Bronze coins are not test- 
ed.) 

These coins represented one in 
every 10,000 silve: coins struck 
at the two mints in 1960. They 
are set aside throughout the year 
and placed in the symbolic “‘pyx’’ 
box for the ritual each February. 


(The term, “pyx’’ box, is Brit- 
ish, and has been used in the 
United States since colonial days.)

In her remarks she continued 
the theme of tribute to Thomas 
Jefferson, how he was quick to. 
analyze the biggest problem fac- 
ing the new nation, a need for 
uniform currency, and how he 
was responsible for the introduc- 
tion of decimal currency in the 
United States. 

“It has always been a source 
of amazement to me that this 
system has never needed to be 
improved upon,”’ commented Mrs. 
Biester. 


Acting Director of the Mint 
Leland Howard joined her in ad- 
dressing the commission; individ- 
ual members responded with ex- 
pressions of pleasure for the privi- 
lege of serving on the famous 
body (Thomas Jefferson himself, 
John Marshall and Alexander 
Hamilton at one time were mem- 
bers.) 

The same act of congress in 
1792 that established: the United 
States Mint provided for the an- 
nual Assay Commission. In the 
early days the chief justice, the 
secretary of the treasury, the 
comptroller of the treasury, the 
secretary of state and “attorney 
general of the United States 
served. The commission has func- 
tioned for the past 168 years. 


Chairman Seiple, upon his re- 
turn to his Ohio home in Canton, 
told Coin World: 

“It was a wonderful experience 
to serve on the commission, and 
a great honor to be selected as 
chairman.” 


Seiple is president of the Canton 
Peoples Merchant Trust Company 
Bank. 

Mrs. Biester, in commenting up- 
on the 1961 evaluation, said it was 
great pleasure to welcome the 
Commission. 


“Each year,” she said in her 
gracious manner,” “I make an- 
other set of warm friends, and 
I am convinced that each Com- 
mission is the best!”

Because there 
are many controversial aspects 
in numismatics, we will try to 
clear up confusign when and 
where it exists. 


Next to grading, the greatest 
source of confusion is the wide- 
spread variations in the way ad- 
yertisements are written for all 
numismatic publications. It seems 
every advertiser has his own 
ideas about how technical terms 
should be abbreviated and what 
symbols to use. Spelling, gram- 
mar and punctuation seems to es- 
cape many aise.

magazines and newspapers don’t 
cooperate in this matter either. 
For example, although the Phil- 
adelphia Mint has never used a 
“mint mark’’, with the exception 
of the emergency composition 
five-cents of 1942-1945, it is fre- 
quently usec in advertisements as 
the letter “P’’. Again we say, 
there ain’t no such thing! 


If the mint has been able to 
get along without the letter “‘P”’ 
on. coins since 1793, numisma- 
tists ought to be able to do the 
same. And ‘legitimate “Mint 
marks” have too many variations 
as to type-style. 

Some advertisers have trouble 
making themselves understood— 
even when they spell correctly. 
Not long ago, somebody adver- 
tised a ‘‘Piece’’ dollar, whatever 
that is. Many dealers use lots of 
reference marks—usually without 
a “key’’ or identifying explana- 
tion. Even if they are explained, 
they may be different from those 
used by other dealers. This un- 
necessary rigmarole confuses. 


Apparently, we are not the only 
numismatist who shows concern 
about this lack of basic funda- 
mentals. Not long ago, we were 
reviewing back issues of the Nu- 
mismatic Scrapbook magazine 
and learned that the publishers 
were concerned too. In the Au- 
gust, 1956 issue, they published 
brief “rules and regulations” for 
their advertisers to follow. 

On page 1315, they published: 
“To avoid misunderstandings, ad- 
vertisers should maintain stand- 
ard use of hyphens, commas, 
and diagonals. A hyphen indicates 
“to’’. Thus, 1920-1925 indicates 
each date from 1920 through 1925. 
1920, 1925 indicates just the two 
dates only. VG/F indicates the ob- 
verse is VG and the reverse is 
F. VG-F indicates the entire coin 
is in between VG and F.”’ 


The same issue carried anoth- 
er regulation that is worthy of 
note. It states: ‘Advertisers, 
please note! Pre-release offerings 
of 1956 half dollars will not be 
accepted. Sell them when they are 
actually in your hands.”’ This rule 
is constantly violated nowadays. 
For several months, dealers have 
been advertising 1961 proof sets 
and none will be available until 
the last of February. 


A simple solution to this jour- 


nalistic problem would be for 
publishers to get together and 
adopt a standard “style book’’.

One of the rarest 
errors, the existence of which 
has been forecast by Walter 
Breen, numismatic authority, but 
never before placed on the open 
market, has turned up in the pos- 
session of Q. David Bowers, coin 
authority of Binghamton, N. Y., 
a 1944 Lincoln cent in steel. 

Breen, in reporting on the 1943 
cooper cents, stated that these 
errors were unique in that the on-

The February issue of Publication Management—one 
of those inevitable trade publications that is “must” read- 

, « ing by everyone in the field—con- 
‘ tained an article entitled “Let 
Readers Help Build Circulation.” 

The article was written by Pro- 
fessor Frank W. Rucker of the 
™ University of Missouri School of 
= Journalism. Professor Rucker out- 
lined three things for newspapers 
; to do for readers. 

The first was: Let the reader 
help make the publication.

I read your paper every week 
and I think it is the finest numis- 
matic publication on the market 
today... 00% .% I notice that a good 
portion of your advertisers sell 
rolls and proof sets, some exclu- 
sively and others along with the 
regular circulated coins. I just 
thought they might like a helpful 
tip on how to ship these rolls and 
proof sets. 

Before mailing, rolls must be 
wrapped securely, then placed in 
a heavy-duty cardboard box to 
avoid breaking or otherwise ruin- 
ing the shipping container. Instead 
of using these boxes, I have found 
it very convenient when shipping 
coins, particularly rolls, to place 
the coins in padded shipping bags. 

These bags can be used just like 
regular envelopes. The rolls are 
merely inserted into the bag (they 
come in many sizes, from four 
inches by eight inches to 14% by 
20 inches) the ends of the bag 
sealed with tape or staples or both 
and the bag mailed as an en- 
velope.

I read with interest your edi- 
torial on better banking relations 
which I hope will help bring about 
a better understanding between 
coin collectors and Bank person- 
nel. 

The problem in our bank is the 
teenage collectors who descend 
upon us two and three at a time, 
usually at the busiest time of day, 
and go from window to window 
gathering up rolls, checking them 
and returning them, without leav- 
ing the Bank. 

In this respect, they are pests, 
as the article in Mid-Continent 
Banker implies. 

They take our tellers away 
from more important duties and 
delay our regular customers, 
whose time is much more valu- 
able, from obtaining prompt serv- 
ice. 


However, we have never been 
anything but courteous to these 
young numismatists and have 
many times gone out of our way 
to be helpful to them. 

The recent cases which you 
point out in your editorial are, 
in my opinion, isolated cases and 
not typical of modern banking 
practices. 

The charge that banking person- 
nel are demanding an under- the- 
counter premium for uncirculated 
rolls, is in my mind, ridiculous. 
This could only be done by some 
unscrupulous person who is pock- 
eting the profit without the know- 
ledge of other banking personnel. 

And the Pennsylvania bank that 
was charging their lady custom- 
er a service charge for rolls of 
coins has probably lost a good cus- 
tomer. 

In conclusion, in the highly com- 
petitive field of banking, we feel 
that each one of these collectors 
is a potential customer and that 
it is only. good public relations 
to take care of their needs..

had a monopoly on that town): 
and many others, including Ber- 
nice Gregrich who was answered 
February 9, but for whom this 
reply is better. 

Among the coins quoted were 
large and small “S” on 1941 
dimes, Lincoln cents, and nick- 
els; 1934 Liberty walking half 
dollar with large and small “‘D”’, 
and so on. 

COMMENT: Quoting to some 
extent from the September 29 is- 
sue of Coin World, page 24: 

Variations have always been 
with us. The 1840-0 dime had 
large and small ‘‘O’’; in 1941, me- 
dium and small, and in 1859, all 
three sizes. In 1917, there Was a 
“‘near’’. and ‘‘far’’ “‘S’’, 
“Near S”’ being smaller, and also 
scarcer. 


The 1941 issue was character- 
ized by a small and large “SS”, 
the large one being scarcer. In 
1945, the small mint mark was 
scarcer. 

The reason for variation in size 
and position of mint marks lies 
in the manufacturing process. All 
dies are made in Philadelphia, 
and have NO mint mark. 


Briefly, a master die is made 
from which no coins are ever 
struck for circulation. But ‘work- 
ing dies’ are made from the 


master die, and these are shipped. 


to the branch mints. Before they 
are shipped, a hand punch with 
a mint mark letter on it is used 
to strike the mint mark on the 
working die intended for a par- 
ticular mint. 

The hand punch may become 
worn and have to be replaced. 
The new one may or may not 
have the same size of letter on it, 
which accounts for that variation. 
Since the mint mark is punched 
in by hand on the working die, 
the chances of a difference in 
position are endless. 


Whatever position the mint 
mark is in will remain for the 
life of that particular die, which 
may be 400,000 strikings or it 
may be more or it may be less.

Cycle Of Commemoratives Given

has been true in practically every 
series, with proof sets and com- 
memorative half dollars being a 
* classic example. This may be ac- 
counted for by the fact that both 
are prime collectors’ items as 
well as attractive to the investor. 


When I first started in business 
in 1936, commemoratives were in 
great demand and reached prices 
that in a few instances have not 
been surpassed even today. The 
market finally became saturated 
and many speculators lost money 
instead of reaping the big profit 
anticipated. The reaction was 
even greater than on the recent 
small date cents. 

The commemorative series was 
dormant until the 1945-46 season 
when two new issues, the Iowa 
and Booker T. Washington, re- 
vived considerable interest. This 
continued until the 1951-52 season 
when collectors became disgusted 
with the Washington-Carvers and 
the fact that no new issues were 
able to get official recognition. 


Due to favorable economic con- 
ditions, and the efforts of several 
dealers to support the market, 
commemoratives did not decline 
to the extent that they did in pre- 
vious cycles. But there was cer- 
tainly a lack of demand and in- 
terest in this series. 

During the past year commem- 
oratives have again become pop- 
wlar; they are bringing high 
prices and all indications are 
that they will continue to do so 
for the balance of this year and 
possibly longer. 


The reason for pointing out the 
wps and downs, or the cycle, 
which this series has taken is to 
show in a general way how most 
U.S. series have and will likely 
continue to fluctuate in price. It 
would seem the profitable method 
ef buying would be to acquire a 
series when it is at low ebb and 
available at moderate prices rath- 
er than wait for it to become 
popular and high in price. 

Naturally, to buy low and sell 
high is a sure way to success!

At Fed Center 


The Federal Reserve Banks col- 
lect currency—and they special- 
ize in soiled, torn and mutilated 
bills! 

Unfit money that comes into the 
Federal Reserve Banks over the 
nation in the currency shipments 
from member banks is removed 
from circulation. 


These bills include all the prin- 
cipal types of ‘‘pocketbook mone- 
ey’’—Federal Reserve notes, sil- 
ver certificates and United States 
notes. 

Commercial banks prefer to 
keep only enough money on hands 
to meet their normal needs, so 
every day they send currency to 
the Federal Reserve Bank in their 
district. 


Most of the larger denomina- 
tions are bills issued by the Fed- 
eral Reserve Banks. All those 
less than $5 are issued by the 
Treasury. 

The average life of a $1 bill 
fs about 15 months, according to 
the Federal Reserve experts. 


The Federal Reserve Bank of 
Richmond, typical of this opera- 
tion, and 
about 600,000 pieces of currency 
every day. In 1959 the Richmond 
bank canceled 74 per cent of the 
$1 bills and 54 per cent of the 
$5 bills received. 

Reason for this large proper- 
tion of unfit bills, according to 
Federal Reserve officials, is that 
many banks keep their good used 
money and send the Fed a great 
deal of unfit curreucy. 


Banks would rather have good 
used money than new bills which 
are stiff and hard to handle, the 
Federal Reserve staff points out. 

Federal Reserve notes are not 
destroyed by Federal Reserve 
Banks, however. 


By law this function is per- 
formed by the Treasury. 

Before shipping the old cur- 
rency to Washington, the Fed 
takes precautions against theft en- 
route. 

Money to be shipped to Wash- 
ington is cut in half lengthwise 
after having been canceled. The 
two halves are sent to the Treas- 
wry in separate shipments. 

The lower halves are shipped 
the day the money is cut; the 
wpper halves are sent only when 
word is received that the lower 
halves have arrived.

Seholar Shares Observations 


Q. David Bower Starts 
Series For Coin World

In this column we will endeav- 
or to explore the most interesting 
aspects of coin collecting the 
why, wherefore and history be- 
hind various pieces. 

Someonce once said that a col- 
lector should be able to “‘tell a 
story’, to give the history and 
background of every coin in his 
collection to be worthy of owning 
the various specimens. 


Who designed the Continental 
dollar? 

Why were United States rari- 
ties restruck in the U. S. Mint 
in the 1860’s and 70’s, and were 
they restruck with official know- 
ledge? 


Why did the government dis- 
continue the use of copper-nickel 
in preference to bronze for cent 
coinage in 18647 

Why were only 24 dimes struck 
at the San Francisco mint in 
1894? - 


What happened to the gold bars 
produced by the Confederacy at 
its assay offices in Dahlonega, 
Charlotte and New Orleans? 


Why is the 1799 cent rare when 
nearly a million cents were struck 
that year? 


Why did the U. S. Mint wait 
until 1795 before coining the first 
gold pieces? 

If these questions raise an in- 
terest and curiosity in your mind, 
then this column is for you. 


What is the most desirable 
United States silver coin? Recent 
auction events might lead you 
to suggest the 1804 dollar. Or per- 
haps the 1876-CC 20 cent piece, 
the 1838-0 half dollar or the 1827 
quarter, Ideas have changed since 
1883 when Harold P. Newlin print- 
ed 100 copies of a 23-page treat- 
ise entitled “A Classification of 


the Early Half-Dimes of the Unit- 
ed States.” 

Newlin stated that: “...... the 
1802-half dime is the most desir- 
able of the silver series. My rea- 
son for giving it the most exalted 
place, I will endeavor to explain. 
If a collector were asked to name 
the four rarest American silver 
coins, he would, I am sure, nam- 
ing them in order of their de- 
nominations, say: the 1804 dollar, 
1823 quarter, 1827 quarter, and 
1802 half dime. I will assume that 
these are the rarest. 


“The 1804 dollar has been re- 


struck. The dies were not des- 
troyed until the year 1860, and I 
believe the pieces were restruck 
from the dies, upon two occasions, 
a short time prior to this year. 
Disgraceful as the fact is—true it 
is, that these pieces were restruck 
in the United States Mint by some 
of its employees, no doubt, for 
the purpose of speculation; and 
a restruck specimen now graces 
the Mint Cabinet, and is described 
in most glowing terms to stran- 
gers, as one of the most valuable 
pieces in the collection, worth no 
doubt, one thousand dollars. 

“The custodians of the collec- 
tions know full well that their 
piece is a restrike, for I am in- 
debted to one of them for this 
information. I wonder that they 
allow the piece to remain, testi- 
fying as it does, to the past queer 
doings of the mint. 


“The 1827 quarter has also been 
restruck. The 1823 quarter is 
struck from the altered die of 
the quarter of the preceding year 
and possesses no characteristics 
of its own. The 1802 half dime 
is open to none of these objec- 
tions. It has never been restruck. 
The dies were made for that year 
and were destroyed. I have seen 
many dangerous counterfeits of

cation and Destruction Division of the Bank where it is counted 
again and burned. After the money has been reduced to ashes these 
ashes are sifted and any fragments found are burned again and 


completely destroyed.

Evidently nearly everyone has 
forgotten that time late in 1957 
when proof sets of that year 
(Proof mintage: 1,247,952 sets) 
were going begging at less than 
the mint issue price. We remem- 
ber being offered sets for as low 
as $1.50. 


We have a copy of John W. 
Haseltine’s ‘“‘Type Table of U.S. 
Dollars, Half Dollars and Quarter 
Dollars,’’ (published in 1881) in- 
terleaved and annotated by the 


famous numismatist, J. Colvin 
Randall. 
One of his penned notations 


mentions a “quarter-dollar, 1845 
over 1943 owned by Scott Stamp 
and Coin Company in February, 
1890.”" Is this an unknown over- 
date or a recut date? Inasmuch 
as we have never seen a speci- 
men of this coin, we would wel- 
come correspondence with any 
one possessing one or having fur- 
ther information concerning it.

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Middle-of-the-Road Views 


Come From Banker-Collector 


A Tulsa, Oklahoma, collector, 
investor and bank executive for 12 
years, who wishes to remain 
anonymous, examines the Coin 
World editorial of January 19, 
“Better Banking Relations,’’ from 
all three angles, adding a fourth 
dimension—as a Coin World read- 
er who “shares” in the editing 
by voicing his opinion...... 

The detter follows: 


Dear Mr. Johnson: 

I’m a subscriber to your paper, 
a coin collector, also an investor 
in rolls and proof sets. Until re- 
cently I was chief teller in a Tulsa 
bank for 12 years. 

I am not entirely in disagree- 
ment with your editorial of Jan- 
uary 19 nor can I agree with it 
entirely. I think if you had di- 
rected about half of your editorial 
to the banking industry and the 
other half to the collectors you 
would help the collectors more. 


No bank teller has helped the 
collectors, investors, dealers, even 
speculators, any more than I have 
(with no undercounter premium). 
In 1959 I sold to this group $7,500 
in new cents alone besides other 
coins. Figure the cost of wrapping 


and freight and you can see there 
is quite an expense involved. 
Now a word about your items: 


Item No. 1. I’m afraid the Cali- 
fornia dealer is a very weak, 
undesirable bank customer; oth- 


_ erwise that would be unheard of 


for a bank to refuse to accept 
an out-of-state check if his ac- 
count was substantial to take care 
of any return checks. 

Item No. 2. The reason for The 
Cleveland Federal Reserve Bank 
mixing cents was the acute short- 
age of coins. I would have to 
agree that supplying needs of the 
country would come before hoard- 
ers, speculators, investors or even 
new roll collectors. 


Item No. 3. The item in Mid- 
Continent Banker was not as criti- 
cal toward collectors as you were 
toward bankers. I think the two 
articles would have blended to- 
gether wonderfully for a much bet- 
ter understanding between the col- 
lectors and bankers, because they 
both have very good points. 

Item No. 4. If the Pennsyl- 
vania woman was a dealer or buy- 
ing rolls in a large quantity, I 
think a small fee for expense of

wrapping and handling is justi- 
fied. For small quantities there 
definitely should be no charge. 


Item No. 5. Do you really think 
a large roll dealer should expect 
all banks to supply him with an 
unlimited supply of new coins? 

How long do you think it would 
be possible to supply collectors 
with unsorted coins once the col- 
lectors found out you had this 
service. They don’t only want 
rolls they want bags and more 
bags. 


You accept ads from vending 
machine companies for unsorted 
bags of pennies for a $5 premium 
plus freight. I think this is a good 
deal for collectors. I realize banks 
are a service organization but they 
still are a profit-making organiza- 
tion and are entitled to a reason- 
able fee for services. 


I have never refused a reason- 
able collector (customer or not) 
a roll or two of uncirculated or 
circulated coins. I couldn’t begin 
to write all the requests that_col- 
lectors do expect of a bank but 
let me list a few. 

I have had collectors come in 
and buy $5 in cents, take them to 
the counter in the lobby of the 
bank, look through them, bring 
them back and trade for $5 more 
and repeat the process for two or 
three hours. 

Some expect you to have rolls 
dated back three or four years to 
sell them at face. Too many of the 
collectors can’t understand why 
we don’t have both mints of coins 
or at least can’t order them for 
them, even the dealers were sell- 
ing 1960-P nickels at $10 and $12 
a roll early in 1960. Then there 
are the collectors that want the 
next $5 or $10 gold piece you get 
in at face value, of course. 

I think the collectors have 
forced banks into most of these 
items you wrote about by abus- 
ing their privileges.

For that reason, it is extremely 
unlikely that any such mistake or 
“error” would be unique, that is, 
appear on only one coin. It must 
show up on all coins struck from 
that particular working die as 
long as it is used. 

Likewise, if there is a “slip” 
when the working die is made, 
if a screw is loose or something, 
and the working die moves be- 
tween two blows from the mas- 
ter die, we get such things as 
the 1955 ‘‘shift’’ cent, which will 
show up on all the coins struck 
from that working die. 


Further, dirt or metal shavings 
frequently get on the face of a 
die and we get ‘‘filled’’ letters or 
digits or other oddities. Maybe 
part of a die will become worn or 
broken and other kinds of oddities 
show up. 

If the defect comes ina part 
of the coin that ‘‘stands out’, then 
we have a spectacular error that 
becomes relatively valuable, for 
example, the 3 - legged Buffalo 
nickel. Otherwise, the defective 
coin is not likely to be worth 
very much if anything, except to 
a specialist in ‘oddities’, and on- 
ly if he wants that one badly. 
This applies to such things as 
missing letters in mottoes, miss- 
ing figures in dates, and the like. 


The above information wil] 
serve as reply to a lot of readers 
who have written about the com- 
mon errors, or who intended to. 
Dies that are overworked devel- 
op “die breaks” or ‘‘cracks” 
(cracked skull), fairly common; 
so are filled or missing letters, 
and ‘‘misplaced” mint marks. 

One such that used to be fairly 
well known but seems to have 
either forgotten or ignored is the 
1941-S and 1940-S ‘‘Broken nose” 
dime, in which the bridge of the 
nose is missing. 


It happens in other years, also, 
but those two were spotted often 
enough to become a “‘type” of 
the 1940-S and 1941-S, or a “‘con- 
dition” of them. They are not die 
varieties because the die was not 
changed, and only one variety can 
come from a given die (sce this 
column February 16). 


Further remarks on the steel 
cents come from Bertha Orton, 
Pawhuska, Okla., who quotes 
from R. A. Wilson’s ‘“‘The Ameri- 
can Coin Book’’, 25th edition, 1957, 
page 14: 

‘Millions of circulated steel 
cents have been melted in Pueb- 
lo (Colo., steel mills), and mil- 


lions more have been dumped by |

(see Collectors Clearinghouse, 
this issue). 

Their value depends entirely on 
who wants them and how badly. 
Try the Society of Collectors of 
Numismatic Errors, the address 
of which has been printed here 
several times. If you are a new 
subscriber and don’t have back 
copies, let me know and I will 
give it to you. 


On your other problem, where 
you can find valuations for Aus- 
tralian coins, there are several 
foreign coin catalogues on the 
market, one of the best known 
being Whitman’s Catalogue of 
Modern World Coins. If you can’t 
locate one, send me a list of what 
you have, and their condition. 


So much for the immediate 
mail. In the Collectors Clearing- 
house this issue is an explanation 
of small and large dates, mis- 
placed mint marks, and the like. 
I recommend it to all beginning 
collectors. 


Also mentioned in 
connection are the 1941-S and 
1940-S ‘‘Broken Nose’ dimes. It 


could be that new collectors are | 


not familiar with that particular 
item, and I have a special inter- 
est in it. 


This particular type of 1941 and | 


1940 was made known to Jimmy 
and me about the same time as 
the 1934 Type I Quarter was, that 
is, shortly after we began col- 
lecting. We watched for them and 
saved any we found, for trading 
purposes only. There was no place 
for them ‘in our collection, and 
we had no desire to save such 
oddities for ourselves. 


That picture has now changed 
slightly. A couple of years ago, I 
was sorting out a batch of Mer- 
cury dimes to grade and price 
for sale. At that time I was a 
“short pants’’ or bourse table 
dealer at conventions. I noticed 
some of various dates that had 
broken noses to varying degrees, 
from what I called “barely brok- 
en” to ‘‘very broken’ or ‘“‘Busted 
Beaks’’. 

It occurred to me that maybe 
I could make a set out of them, 
and sell it to an error collector. 
So I assembled the different dates 
and mint marks that I had, and 
put them in a Whitman folder. 
There were 59 different, or 60 if 
I counted a 1916-D I had but did 
not put in the folder. It was a 
“barely broken’’ one, but did 
qualify.

Recession Says Schulman

Our president has made a clear 
picture of our own situation bo 
domestic and si 
abroad, _finan- ‘ 
cial, * economi- 
cal, industrial 
and education- 
al. From his 
speeches which 
will be remem- 
bered for many 
years we can 
notice that 
although we are 
passing through Hans Schulman 
a difficult period, we should not 
be alarmed and that with the 
right actions, we will soon be able 
to climb ahead. And with the 
right actions all of us are sup- 
posed to act. And all of us will 
hope that soon there will be only 
reason for rejoicing. 


We numismatists can watch 
out that gold hoarding in any 
shape or form, here or abroad, 
will not take place under the 
beautiful term of ‘‘coin collect- 
ing’. We are all too proud of our 
profession to have it lowered in 
our country’s esteem. 

You have heard many explana- 
tions why a certain recession in 
many businesses and industry has 
taken place and one of them is 
of course ‘‘over-production’”’ and 
“over-inventories”. Thousands of 
workers in these “‘over-produced”’ 
industries have been laid off 
which has carried other effects 
with them. 

That coin collecting has not 
been affected by this recession 
and may very well not be in- 
fluenced by it at all, lies in a 
few most unusua! facts. 

We are dealing in a product 
which has become so scarce that 
there is a much greater demand 
than supply. Why has it become 
So scarce? The fact that many 
collections have been given to in- 
stitutions and museums including 
single items has taken thousands 
of coins off the market, which 
in the old days used to come up 
for sale again and again when-

ever a collector passed away or 
got tired of collecting. 

Now a gift by the estate or by 
him while alive is a more profit- 
able way of disposing if the own- 
er or estate is in an unusually 
high tax bracket. The second 
reason of the scarcity is, because 
of the inflationary buying by the 
wealthy from-Germany and Italy 
in particular, who Lave been 
forming immense collections and 
draining the coins away from all 
over the world, paying high 
prices. 

And last......and this apply- 
ing particularly to the less expen- 
sive coins..... coin collecting has 
become a national and interna- 
tional hobby of the young and 
the old alike like stamps many 
years ago. Everybody is coin con- 
scious here and abroad and even 
the cheap coins are being drained 
off the market into the exhibit 
boards and cards which are being 
manufactured all over the coun- 
try to house the treasures of the 
new collector. 

No wonder that in this growing 
worldwide hobby a slight reces- 
sion should not be felt. And by 
the time that this recession could 
be felt in the coin community, I 
feel that the national recession 
will be over, because of the prac- 
tical policies introduced by our 
government. 

It is a good.thing to remark 
here that many a slack in busi- 
mess is self-created. If Mr. A. 
tells Mr. B. that his business is 
bad and particularly if he exag- 
gerates (as he mostly does) and 
that he expects it to get worse, 
Mr. B. will get a bit panicky 
about it and will withdraw’ into 
himself and festrain from new 
business, telling Mr. C. how bad 
things really are, etc. etc. Many 
recessions have been self-created 
and also self-cured. 

I would like to point out that 
if there is talk about a coin re- 
cession, I would say that this 
would be like spreading ‘‘bad 
rumors”. For a while this pro- 
fession should not suffer from 


anything but a lack of material;

1913 Liberty nickel. 


Im discussing the 1804 dollar he 
says the Hydeman specimen is 
better than the dollar that sold 
recently in New York for $28,000. 
He said it should go in the west 
coast sale for $40,000 or more. 

On the 1913 Liberty nickel, offi- 
eials said, it is known that $25,000 
has been refused for another ex- 
ample, and the consignor of this 
ene has reserved the right to 
put a $50,000 minimum bid price 
en it. 


It is not impossible that for the 
four coins mentioned alone, a to- 
tal of a quarter of a million dol- 
lars could change hands at this 
convention, according to some ob- 
servers. 

Value of the 1876-CC 20 cent coin 
has been put at $10,000 or more, 
and the 1894-S dime at close to 
that figure.

Broken Bank Note Field 
Contains Four Categories

There are three general classi- 
fications into which all coins can 
be classified— 
proof, uncircu- 
lated and cir- 
culated. (Pat- 
tern coins are 
excluded since 
they were only 
designer’s mod- 
els and not the 
actual finished 
coin.) A fourth 
classifica- 
tion can be add-

ed to the field of broken bank 
notes, namely that of uncut 
sheets. A breakdown of this class- 


ification would look something 
like this: 

1. Proof or specimen notes 

2. Uncut. sheets of notes 

3. Uncirculated notes 


4. Circulated notes 


Let us examine each classifica- 
tion a little more closely, espec- 
ially the first two since they dif- 
fer from coins greatly. 

1. Proof or specimen notes. 
Like coins, these notes are the 
finest available, the ‘“‘cream of 
the crop.” Unlike coins, they were 
not made for the collector. How, 
then, did they come into exist- 
ence? The story behind these 
notes is very interesting and 
quite unusual.

board, or on proof paper, a more 
durable rice paper that required 
no backing. These two types of 
paper were used because they 
are very soft and porous and 
bring out all the fine details of 
the finished engraving to a much 
higher degree than the rag or 
bond paper used for regular is- 
sue notes. The engraving firms 
were artists and wanted to pre- 
sent the finest possible piece of 
work to their potential customer. 

Generally, proof notes have 
very small punch holes along the 
signature lines of the cashier and 
president to prevent anyone from 
using them as actual issue notes. 
These holes, however, do not 
make a note a proof since they 
can be added to any uncirculated 
note at any time. The real test 
of any proof note is in the paper. 

2. Uncut sheets. This is a new 
category for the coin collector. 
When an issue of notes was com- 
pleted by the engraving firm, it 
was delivered to the bank in sheet 
form, as printed. Most notes were 
printed as four notes to the sheet, 
although there are sheets of two, 
six and eight notes. Some sheets 
are all of one denomination, four 
notes of the same denomination. 
Some sheets contained 2 different 
denominations, some 3 and others 
4 different denominations. The 
lower denominations were usual- 
ly printed as $1, $1, $2 and $3 on 
a sheet. 


These uncut sheets were deliv- 


ered to the bank; then, as need- 
ed, they were signed by the cash- 
ier and president, dated, number- 
ed, cut apart and put into cir- 
culation. Uncu‘ sheets are a mar- 
velous display item and as a rule 
are much more scarce than the 
single notes. Fortunately, there 
are some common sheets that can 
still be purchased for $7 to $8 per 
sheet.

I put it on sale at several con- 
ventions as a ‘“‘starter set” which 
if completed would probably be 
unique among oddities. It was 
reasonably priced, but I had no 
takers. So, when I joined the 
Coin World staff, I decided I 
would complete the set myself, 
just for the fun of it. 


So now I am an “error” collec- 
tor with a specialty—broken nose 
dimes. This is not a hint for peo- 
ple to shower me with offers to 
sell. I want only the 18 missing 
dates and mint marks, and I have 
no intention of buying them. If 
I can’t find them, I- don’t want 
them, because finding them is 
two-thirds of the fun I get out of it. 


In case anyone does not under- 
stand how to spot a broken nose 
dime, I will try to make it clear. 

Normally, the line from the 
forehead to the tip of the nose 
is sharp and almost straight, with 
the forehead jutting out very 
slightly beyond where that line 
starts, the upper part of the line 
being the bridge of the nose. To 
the right of the bridge line, there 
is a small recession leading to 
the eye. 


On a “broken nose’’ dime, the 
bridge line is missing and it looks 
as though the ‘“‘field’’ extended to 
the eye. Sometimes a magnifying 
glass is needed to see it, and 
sometimes it can only be seen by 
looking at the coin at an angle, 
with Mercury partially facing to- 
ward the observer. The larger the 
break, the more obvious it is, of 
course. 


me that the head is not “Mer- 
cury”’ but “‘Liberty’’. I am aware 
of that, but who calls it any- 


thing but Mercury?) 


Incidentally, I have a Roose- 
velt dime that has a bigger break 
in the nose than any Mercury I 
ever saw. I will trade that, too, 
as I have no use for it, although 
I might take a notion to put it 
at the end of my Roosevelt series, 
just for effect. It’s a_ thought, 
anyway. 


That would seem to be enough 
on broken nose dimes for awhile. 
I have been told that sometimes 


I am hard to stop, once I get 
started on a subject. If I have 
said too much on this one, for- 
give me.

EARLY U.S. 1 


WASHINGTON RESTRIKE from original un-
